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Traffic congestion. 


If we were to have lanes that criss cross the highways, with turn offs and periods in the barriers, 
then there would be even worse traffic, but, if we had only one lane leading into the c.b.d. there 
would be much less frustrating waiting time, as, the one lane would be cleared in the center of town 
quickly. 

This means that there should be more 'barriers' dividing the lanes coming into the c.d.b. on the 
freeway, and, then more lanes leading off at various instances, this would be quick to organize and 
very cheap too. the lanes should be divided into single lanes, and the intersections where people 
turn into town should be more plentiful. 


African politics. 

Even though africa has so little money, we have a very high rate of alcohol consumption, if we were 
to take the money from the alcohol consumption, somehow, and divert it into something else, then 
there would be a better rate of renumeration, of course, this would be due to a lack of alcohol sales 
leading to higher prices, and then the consumption of alcohol will go down even more, with prices 
rising again, and so forth, this should continue until there is a certain privilege required to get your 
hands on alcohol. 

So, where can we divert this money to? if this is a luxury, and the needs are not met, then surely 
there is room for 'moral improvement?' in the first instance, adding fifty percent to tax alcohol 
would mean the state can then spend the money directly on needs of the people with service 
delivery, yes? this would see the two beers men and women drink being reduced to one beer and 
paying or some medicine, of course, maybe the state could divide the taxes collected to fifty percent 
for them to pay off their debts, and fifty percent for the people? 

There is a lot of rebellion in africa at the moment, how does one deal with it? if we were to observe 
that the people want something, and are not getting it, then we will see the support for the people 
that are breaking the law will be diminished, and, the criminals will not be supported, this means 
that to deal with the criminals or dissenters, you need to appeal to the decent people that protect 
them with their numbers, as they claim to be there for the people, and these people are often their 
friends. 

So, we need to simply give the people what they desire, if it is 'an election,' maybe it could be over 
a 'trial period?' this would mean that the opposition could take control and then show the people for 
a month or so what they have to offer, and, then there could be a proper election, maybe for a third 
of the house? this would see a minority change representatives or people a little but at a time, yes? 

If it comes down to haveing an unmanageable country, where there are no taxes coming in, then the 
leaders would have to make a concession to get what they want too. 

In south africa, there is a potential scandal involving our finance minister and his unit of spies for 
the national tax agency, this is because it needs to be secret, as, if it is not secret then there is no 
point, it is up to them to get inside the corruption and be a part of it to make progress with their 
cases, like a police person needs to take drugs to know the different types and what they do - this 
calls for lots of drugs! 



Another way to raise funds for the state is to sell spending schemes that have gone through for 
marketing to analyze privately, this will see the expenditure of persons that spend money or get into 
debt, and, find ways to focus these habits into a formula, hopefully, but they will come up with 
something, while they realize that they will be 'left to their own devices.' 

Another way to raise funds for the state is to observe that the more money the state spends, the 
more is spent, and then the more of a gross domestic product or income they will have, of course, if 
the state was to spend an extra billion into the country, the people will benefit as there are lower 
prices and more sales from high risk failures and such, the banks will benefit because there is more 
money in the 'accounts,' and there will be more taxation for the state, of course. 

Then, they could also raise capital by privatizing municipal work, where the people will pay for 
what they get, and the state will tax where tax was not before. 

Lately there has been much arguing and protesting about who the rightful rulers of the countries of 
africa should be. this is because when there is a problem, the coach gets blamed, of course, if the 
protesters were to observe that their plans are what they voted for, then they need to also accept that 
the changes take time - but - the leaders might be dragging their heels, yes? this means that just 
before the election they will start spending money, this means that this money that could be entering 
circulation, and these plans that were promised to the people need to 'get going,' yes? 

If the whole country comes to a standstill, the state needs to appear over media and tell them their 
plans, and when they will come, this will probably show the people if they work for the state, the 
state can satisfy their demands. 

I was reading an article where they said that the country would suffer because of the private sector 
not doing enough business, this means, of course, the more money the private sector makes, the 
more the state makes through taxation of sold goods - the more the private sector sells, the more tax 
there is. but, does it work the other way around too? 

If the state was to collect funds through services delivered through taxation, does it affect the 
private sector? well, the thing is there is a need for infrastructure for the private sector to do well, 
yes? this means that they will compliment each other a lot, and, if one goes down, the other will 
follow, logically. 

Now, if the state makes the rules, and the private sector makes the taxes, there might be some 
cooperation between them to maximize their plan, this is common in all countries, so, for the state 
to back big business would mean they are searching for funds for service delivery, of course, these 
scandals about the state or government pandering to the whims of the private sector are therefore 
justified. 

To stop election and protest violence the people need to be satisfied, this means that it is hard to 
skewer the violent protesters from the 'good ones.' there is nothing wrong with protesting, but when 
there is violence then there is a problem, of course, the violent people hide in between the decent 
people, so, the decent people should be left out of it so that the police can get rid of the 'criminals.' 

To divide the criminals from the decent people, there should be an appeal - do they want these bad 
things to happen? do they support the use of violence to get what they want? if they do these things, 
they are just as bad as the violent protesters, and, knowing that these things will happen, and going 
to get semi involved is clearly as criminal as participating in these acts, so; 



There should be more measures used against the protesters, on the one hand, strike season has not 
really materialized here in south africa, so there must be much satisfaction from the work force, 
yes? instead we have people arriving to cause mayhem at universities. 

The fire department should be called into every protest, to put out fires and hose people down so 
that they will have a non lethal means of sorting them out - people throwing stones and petrol 
bombs clearly need to be sorted out. 

Or, seeing as how this country has a 'support creeping society,' we should gather news reports from 
all over the place on what people think of this, and, why they will not do the same in their regions. 

In the mean time, there should be a police kiosk at the entrance of every university tracking the 
deployment of students and looking after their safety, or, they could switch to 'distance learning,' 
where they will arrive to the university only to write exams - this would also bring tuition costs 
down, as there will be less lecturers necessary. 

Education. 

When it comes to education, someone can do without it. look at the lives of the tribes in the home 
lands and such, look at the poor people of the third world - they are not hungry and lead a decent 
life, well, some of them, but, it is considered a right by many to have an education. 

This is why i am suggesting educating the people that have no education, but how could we do 
this? they cannot afford an education, and they have work to do, of course... where will they find 
time and funds to study? is it the sole responsibility of the government to provide these things, and, 
if free for them, then why not free for everybody? 

So, for the tribes of africa, they could give them a content based education by various media - a 
cheap radio maybe? - and then they would know more about the world, if it is child labor, they can 
learn via the same methods in their homes after work, gaining work experience and a education too. 
this would mean a better opportunity, even though the opportunities are not there, are they? i mean, 
most of the people that are educated, at any level, end up working for a pittance or not at all, saying 
it is 'not good enough' for them, then, they sit with this education that cost so much to get, and end 
up working with children regardless, or out in the fields with livestock. 

If we want to educate the people - kids and adults - we need to use libraries and other state 
buildings with staff for those that are interested, this could come down to an hour in the evenings, at 
various places, to teach kids to read and write, this would be the basics of getting educated, then 
counting, of course. 

After the foundation is laid, they may get government sponsored distance learning, or, they may be 
required by law to supply these things to their work force or the people in the wilderness, mind you. 

Now comes the problem of generating money for this idea, in the outback they could swap some 
food for materials, and, at the factories they could swap the things they produce to get study 
materials. 

Or, they could introduce a new 'study tax.' this could be an extra one percent of your individual 
working salary to complete your studies by 'distance learning.' this would see the people that want 
to learn do that, and those that do not may do that too. 



Financing more basic education could be done by taxing school fees at regular schools, this would 
mean less money for the school, but, it would mean more education, of course, this means that the 
many will pay for the few, for a change. 

Maybe we could have all the kids donate blood? the hospitals could come around every now and 
then and then they could give blood to the hospitals, which costs money, but, the 'swap' could be 
handled by the state, so as to, in between the satisfying of services right and left, they could also 
gather an administration fee. 

Then, the kids could generate electricity the clean way, by exercising on bikes to generate 
electricity to a battery that could be sold, of course, how about the students do some garden services 
for the community they are taught in? this money could go directly to their studies or so, yes? 

Hopefully this will help with the problems of educating the third world? 

In my country, south africa, we have mass demonstrations for free education, like in Sweden, this is 
paid for by the tax rate, so, this could become a reality if the people that work agree that they will 
pay for the studies. 

What i am suggesting now is that we switch to a general sales tax system, where we can increase 
the taxes on luxury goods and decrease the taxes on lower end goods, this will have a good effect on 
the lives of the many, while skimming a little off the middle and upper classes. 

Whether this goes to income tax, or sales tax, is beyond me to say. but, what i suggest is stacking 
the costs onto import taxes, which will get more money for the state through importing, which are 
goods we do not even need and harm our economy, and then using that 'fund' to pay for education. 

Nanoscience. 

This is working with very small chemicals that may work differently to the larger clusters of them, 
some say their effects might even be opposing. They might be opposite because of the effects they 
give off might be the same, yet the volume they give them off in may be so weak that they are 
overpowered by the rest of the cells, so that they flow up stream instead of the usual downstream, 
this would be like mud - lots of sand and to little water would result in actual wet sand instead of 
mud, and too much water instead of sand would mean the sand would merely sink to the bottom, as 
for the actual mud, if it is raining, the mud may find itself turn into water, with a little bit of sand in 
it. 

If we were to look at gold, a commonly used atom in this science, then we could see that it could be 
said to float on water, and absorb water, so it acts as wood, yes? then, at this microlevel, it could be 
said to be too small to absorb water into it, so would maybe sink, as it would not be able to contain 
the water. 

Thus things can act differently or opposite to how they work at a macro level, or, bigger level, this 
is because of absorption and atomic mass, as, the less mass it has, the easier it is to dilute, and, 
therefor water is 'the boss' at this level. 

Nonotechnology is all about chemistry, engineering and biology, usually, it is used to make 
medicine or tiny tools inside your body to change things inside of you. 


To understand what you need for chemistry, you only need to know solubility and other effects of 
the regular chemicals, for engineering, you only need to know a little geometry and algebra, for the 



biology, you only need to know where the thing is going, and, how it will affect the rest of your 
body. 


Of course, the best 'machines' to build must follow strong 'shapes' to keep them strong, like, a 
triangle, a square and a circle, these are the most basic shapes, so must be the strongest, personally i 
do not see how a fancy shape would hold together as well inside the veins or fluids, of course. 

Another thing to take into account is that if it is a biological use you are making the molecule for, it 
should be made out of carbon or magnesium, as the more basic the element, or the less dense it is, it 
will affect the body less - imagine something rusting inside of you? that would be terrible i guess. 

Maybe if we were to observe that we can build anything like with lego blocks, or children's 
building blocks, we could easily build these apparatuses, but, if we were to observe that it will get 
too big and cost too much, we introduce engineering, of course, this would be where we find the 
smallest cheapest things to build with, of course, as money is always a factor. 

Then again, we could make much more complicated machinery than at our macro level, as the 
atoms could be placed together then shaped from acids that we guide to chisel the shapes and gears 
out of the atom or molecule, maybe observing which atoms are naturally attracted to each other 
would help? if we were to observe the laws of gravity, where smaller solids are drawn to larger 
solids, because they have many electrons while the other atom has fewer protons, as electrons and 
protons are attracted to each other, and this lack of each other draws them closer, then we could find 
natural ways to build things quickly, this electron to proton grip is based on electromagnetism, as 
the electron is responsible for the one force, the proton is responsible for the other force, one being 
magnetism for the proton, and the other being electron bonds and electricity for the electron, this 
force draws the meek thing to the dense thing, as, the dense thing has more active energy, like a 
north and south magnet, of course. 

So, if we were to observe that we can easily build little machines using polarity, or pole effects, we 
could also see that we could 'dig out' the atom into gears and such by using a magnet over the area, 
with the shape we wish to leave behind etched onto the magnetic device, this will remove or draw 
the excess of the molecule to the rest of the liquid or surrounding area, of course, if we were to 
observe this is only partially effective, we would also use a 'north to south' effect on the outside of 
the molecule, and, this will remove the areas that we have chosen to be 'drawn away.' this makes the 
engineering side of it easier. 

With it being so easy to shape the things that are made out of solids, and remembering that you 
must usually build these things in liquids, as then they can move around and you can interact with 
them, it now comes to making the little gears inside the machines to perform functions like a normal 
machine. 

Making the gears could be done by using our electromagnet, but, getting a electromagnet that small 
would be hard, this is why we need to build a tool inside the liquid next to the 'thing' we are 
building, but, this would require small things still, and we cannot build a bigger thing to make 
smaller things. 

So, we now need to drag electrons and protons around and construct molecules with them dragging 
the positive spin things, which is the actual matter, into place, of course, this can be done by 
shaping the 'tool' by arranging the orbitals into densities, where, the orbitals will shape themselves 
as they find longevity of balance, or, settle down into a working 'collage.' 



Teaching techniques. 


Another way often used to teach students is to summarize the notes into smaller things where they 
focus on the key points of each entry in the textbooks, of course, if they were to summarize them 
into points, then elaborate on them with their own methods, they could earn points instead of 
writing tests, yes? 

So, instead of having them summarize each other's work, which is what often happens, they could 
simply write a page's worth of points, with no more points to write on than say the number 
instructed, and then write about them. 

This is because in a survey i read about, you retain about ninety percent of what you teach, while 
only remember about fifteen percent of what you read, of course, this new teaching method will 
replace tests, as the teacher can evaluate the students after classes before the next class, having ten 
minutes or so to help them with the areas that came through less than adequate, and, then moving 
onto the next summary during class time for the teacher to evaluate each night, this would come to 
about forty five pages to read per class, with six classes a day, would come to five hundred pages to 
read each night, or, over weekends. 

Maybe the week could be spread out? the teacher could teach for two days, they could summarize 
and prepare their 'thesis' for each friday, and over the weekend the teachers could mark the tests. 

I predict that there will be a heck of a lot more people passing, and, then they will actually 
understand the subject, even the rebel children, if they do not get home work. 

Maybe it would be a good idea to mix luxuries or direct money with the students, to show them the 
value of a rand or dollar? this would show them, if they slack off, they will miss out on 'bonuses,' 
yes? 

What i mean is that each student could help the teacher with tasks set forth by the community, 
maybe as a social worker or such? lawyers could send paper work to the teachers that are 
competent, and they could check to 'see if it works.' maybe the students could brain storm for the 
companies out there, like they do in college, where they come up with their own ideas and 
products? this is often ignored by students that want to go out with their friends, but, if the students 
were to earn their own money, i am sure they would participate, especially if it is in school time? 

So, for high school, they should source certain surveys at least, or source whole projects? if the 
school does well, they get paid, and i am sure that successful schools will succeed, if on the other 
hand a particularly disruptive group of students gets to do their own thing, they will waste their 
chance and not get paid, unless the parents know about it, yes? if a student could pay for their own 
treats or going out money, i am sure they will motivate them, of course. 

But, how will this work? if the students check work from legal, political, economic, technical and 
other types of business, they will need to know what is going on, yes? this could be cleared by 
having a term to see if they understand, reading and elaborating on points of case study, and, in the 
second term, they could begin working for the teacher that is working for the school that is sourced 
by the state or private sector businesses. 

The students should be encouraged to 'do more.' this could come down to a project a month for the 
teacher or school, where they earn bonus points, the research level at college level is quite high, 
with grants being granted now and again, but, if they were to get into projects and stuff like that at 



high school level, then we could get exposure and maybe make a drive for a patent, which means a 
lot of money, yes? 


Financial incentives for studies must be the way to do it. maybe some free time too? say if they 
were to hand in a bonus project, they could call a day they like off where they get to sit at home or 
go to a place of their choice in the school, where they could watch the girls play basket ball or 
something, as there is almost always a class of that going on. 

So, bonus projects could be organized after hours by them, for their own interest, this will be 
justified by having them learn more about the subject or the working world around them, and, then 
they could pass their grade before the end of the year, of course - something i am sure they would 
love, yes? incentives like these should be applied to all classes in high school, where they get taught 
how to succeed in their subjects and life too. 


Maths. 

In graphs of trigonometric functions, it deals with opposites finding the right values, all you need to 
do is use 360 degrees to calculate the slopes, this would mean that the slope equals point [a] and 
point [b] with a slope between them, calculated by 'velocity' of the slope coming from the direction 
the wave is going, to the point the wave is at. you must remember that the 'velocity' is equal to 
twenty five percent of each value, in that it shares fifty percent between the two 'slopes,' and 
obviously fifty percent of that is going from one direction, to the neutral direction to the next neutral 
direction, to the second direction. 

But, if you were to observe that in mathematics we use right angles and they can mirror each other, 
you merely calculate the difference between adding to subtracting from the 'plane,' yes? 

I see pie comes up here a lot? well, pie is [22 / 7], so you could say [44 / 7] and half it, yes? this 
would come down to 6 remainder 2, and half of that is three remainder one. working with 
remainders is easy, as the answer is [1 / 7] = [14%] of the angle, of course. 

But, back to this 'radian stuff.' if a half circle divided by pie is the angle we are looking for, then we 
need to take 14% = [12% remainder 12] for the correct angle, then, we need to take twelve into 
fourteen, which leaves us with 15.1 degrees for this radians and how they relate to trigonometric 
functions. 

Let's see if we can deduct simple sums in maths? if we had a equation of [4a] + [6b] = [x], then we 
could also say that [x] - [6b] = [4a], of course, this would mean that [x] - [4a] = [6b] too. we are 
trying to find a relationship between [4a] and [6b], of course. 

Let's say that [la] = [3.5] and [lb] = [8.3]? This would mean that the relationship would be [4a] or 
[14] and [6b] or [49.8] are the real values, leaving [x] at [63.8], this means that the amounts would 
be impossible to tell apart, but, if we were to take the number values, we would get [4a + 6b] = [lOx 
/ 2] = [5] * [10] + [a + b] = [x]. somehow, the [a + b] has to equal [11.8] for this to work. 

We could say that it is [10] + three values, so times by [0.6]? this would fit with the third, as there 
are three values, fitting with the [10], being halved would mean that we times the thirds by two, 
yes? 



Flooding. 


The most common type of disaster is flooding though, and the last answer i had for this was to 
pump water out of the towns using fire brigade pumps that they use for putting out fires, this would 
be like filling up from the town center and then pumping water away from the center. 

But, that is slow and requires a lot of fire fighting machines, what else can be done to stop 
flooding? 

If we were to observe that the best method to get the water out is through the streets and such, then 
we would be well pressed to use this avenue of water disposal, if we were to get construction trucks 
to push the water down the street, with the big scraping things, then we could get even more water 
to where we want it to be. 

Then there is the added benefit of using electricity to stream water down the street, water is a 
conductor and will follow the electrical pull of wiring if it is pulled along - i am not sure exactly 
how it will work, but i know that electrical wires should pull the water with it.
